o adjournment, and while no action of a

nding oharacter was taken and no agree-
ment of any sort reached the discussion
rerved to develop the views of the com-
itteernen present, and from what they
i it may be safely put down that the
csnlt of the hearings and their delibera-
t11.ns are substantially as followa:

That a bill will be introduced from the
~oraaittee at the next session of Congress
pytending the authority of the Government
over the operations of railways engaged
n irterstate commerce.

That the Esch-Townsend railroad rate
Uil rushad through the House of Repre-
contativea in the last seasion of the Fifty-
pighth Congress, has been knocked higher
thau Gilderov's kite.

That the bill to be introduced will provide
that the operations of private car lines
wha!) be placed under federal supervision.

That the Elkins anti-rebate law is to be
nraplified and made more specifio.

That the bill will contain a provision which
#ill enable the Federal Government to
aake examination of the books of railway
rompanies to determine whether they have
teen guilty of granting rebates or speclal
privileges,

That the power to fix rates will not be
given to the Interstate Commerce Com=
/nission. On this point the members of
the committee who attended to-day's meet-
ing were unanimous.

That the committes believes that the
anthority now poesessed by the Interatate
Commerce Commission to issue an order
condemning e rate as unjust and to appeal
i the Federal Courts to enforce the order
s sufficient.

That the committes is of the opinion that
1i» Interstate Commerce Commission has
ton many anties and the proposed bill will
provide for curtailing its functions.

Reports reached here to-day from New
York that & compromise had been reached
wetwean the President and the railways
which wou'd result in legislation acceptable
{6 both sides as the best way to dispose of
an emharrassin g differance of views. These
reports were erroneous. The President has
not compromised with the railroads, and
furthermore has no intention of com-
promising. He regards his position as

very simple, but realizes that it ia Congress
and not himself which has the right to de-
teriine what shall be done.

Scores of suggastions have been made
to the President as to means of adjusting
the diferences between the Administration
and those who oppose its rate regulation
policy, but none of these has received
gerious consideration by the President, for
the reason, as one high Administration
officer exprassed it to-day, that every sug-
gestion made had been based on the alter-
pative “that you take the buzzard and I
take the turkey, or I take the turkey and
you take the huzgard.”

MORTON A.\'DA’I"IIE SANTA FE.

Sald He Won’t Go Back to the System Exe !

cept as President.
CH10AGO, May 21.—Paul Morton, Sec-

{ retary of the Navy, will not go back to the

Santa Fé Railroad as second vice-president,
the post ha held previous to entering the
Cabinet of President Roosevelt
one year ago. He may not return to rail-
road work at all.

According to an intimatoe friend of Mr.
Morton, extraordinary efforta are being
made to have him return to the Santa Fé,
but that friend says Mr.Morton will go back
as president of the system or not at ali.

Mr. Morton reached Chicago this morn-
ing from Washington. He went to the
general offices of the Santa Fé and entered
into conference with President Ripley.
That confercnce, it was said, was to con-
gider railroad affairs in general, but ese-
pecially the selection of a new second vice-
president for the Santa Fé system, the In-
cumbent to have charge of traftic. This
{s the job which has been held open for Mr.
Morton for a year.

In the event that President Ripley does
not succeed in inducing his former vice-
president to assume his old duties, it was
said a way might be found to hold him in
the employ of the Santa Fé, A new and
higher place might be created for Mr. Rip-
ley and the presidency of tha system in that
event might go to Mr. Morton. But Mr.
Morton does not wish to be placed inths at-
titude of even aspiring to the presidency
of the Santa Fé so long as Mr, Ripley elects
to remain in active railroad work. Thetw»
men have long been asociated in-railroad
work, first with the Burlington fifteen or
more years ago, and later with the Santa
Fé. They are intimate friends and both
stand high with the directors of the sys-
tem.

Mr. Morton came to Chicago as the guest
of the Bankers' Club, where he made a
speech to-night. Other speakers at the
banquet were Theodore P. Shontz, chair-
man of the Panama Canal Commission,
and Prof. George E. Vincent of the Univer-
sity of Chicago.

ACCUSED OF WRECKING BANK,

Vice<President and Cashler Sald to Have
Misappropriated 8$200,000.

CANTON, Ohio, May 24.—A placard bearing
the one word “Closed” greeted depoeitors
at the door of the Canton State Bauk shortly
after the opening hour this morning. Sev-
eral hours later the bank oflicials issued
a formal statemant charging W. J. Davis,
vice-president, and the cashier, Corwin
D. Bachtel, with having misappropriated
$200.000 of the inatitution's funds.

Davis was regarded as oune of the city's
wealthiest men. He was at the head of
numerous enterprises, including the Court-
land Hotel Company, the Citizens' Head
Light and Power Company, the Davis
Railroad Coal Company and the Cleveland
Brick Company. Heis the owner of numer-
ous coal mines in Ohio and West. Virginia.
Recently he built several coal mining vil-
lages along the Ohio River.

The Courtland Hotel Company has just
completed the erection of a new six story
structure in which the bank is located. 1t
is generally belioved that considerable of
the money taken went into the construc-
tion of this building, although Davis de-
clines to say what became of it.

Bachtel, the cashier, was prominent in |

not thus paralyze individual effort in meet-
ing the changing demands of trade.

“Mr, Bryan represents au element of the
Democratic party that is hastening as rap-
idly as possible toward a doctrine in which
vested interests are little regarded. IHe is
now formulating a doctrine in favor of the
Government ownership of commercial rail-
roads, to which he hopes to lead his party.

When the company became
legal complications a few months ago he
undertook to organize the American Dry
Yeast Company, capitalized at $10,000,000
for the manufacture of a desiccated yeast.
The stock had all been allotted and a portion
of it subscribed for when he was taken to
the hospital.

| HAYOR WEAYER BERE FOR AID

CONFERS WITH ELIHU ROOT ON
AGGRESSIVE MEASURES.

Mr. oot Going to Philadelphia on Monday
to Tackle the Injunction Suits—The
Mayor Has Up His Sleeve Several Sar-
prises That Are Legally Feasible.

John Weaver, Philadelphia’'s BSunday
sohool superintendent Mayor, oame over
to New York yesterday aftermoon to get
advice from his counsel, Elihu Root. With
Mayor Weaver came James Gay QGordon,
who has been the Mayor's legal adviser in
Philadelphia. They spent an hour and a
half in talking to Mr. Root, and then went
back to Philadelphia on the 7:65 P. M. train.
i They said that a comprehensive plan of
| action had been agreed upon and that Mr.
| Root would appear on Monday for Mr.
i Weaver in the initial proceddings in the legal

ight there to see whether the Mayor is the
real head of the city government or not.

Mayor Weaver landed in New York at
twenty-five minutes past 4 o'clock. With
{ him and Mr. Gordon was former District

Attorney George S. Graham. The Mayor
| sald that Mr. Grabam had not come along
| with him intentionally, but that they had
! met on the train and journeved together
é because they were good friends. Mr.
| Graham left Mayor Weaver and Mr. Gor-
' don at Broadway and Wall street and went
|
I

| uptown. The Mayor and his oounsel
walked down to Nassau street, up to Cedar
street and entered the door of the Mutual
Life Building at 55 Cedar street. This en-
trance is the most indirect possible by
which Mr. Root's office may be reached;
| it is necessary to change elevators to get to
the fourteenth floor where Mr. Root's
| rooms are.
’ Walking over from the ferry Mr. Weaver
i said to a reporter who had picke d him up:
| “We are here to consult with Mr. Root.
We are in a hard fight; it is so hard that I
. have been rurprised repeatedly at the ob-
stinacy and the boldness of the opposition.
But I am in it to fight to a finish. There
will be no surrender. The question is
whether or not Philadelphia shall have
its public affairs ruled by the man who has
been elected to direct them, or whether
that man shall be a mere corporate tool.

“We have to win. The city cannot be
i beaten in a fight like this, although it is
possible for the brute force of those who
are trying to plunder the city to make some
headway ageinst us at the start. For-
tunately the lines have been publicly drawn
and there is no opportunity, as matters
stand now, to disguise them. The people
are roused to an intense degree and are
on the watch to put every man in the class
in which he belongs. No one could ever
| have believed that the opposition would
ever be as inkensible to popular indigna-
tion and as greedy in the face of publio
disapproval as it has been. But this muych
is certain - nothing they can do will force
those of us who are on the city’s side to
change our presemt attitude.”

Mr. Weaver was asked whether his visit
to New York was due to a fear that he
could not have an undisturbed and satie-
factory interview with Mr. Root in Phila-
delphia, as matter now stands. He smiled
the question off.

After the Mayor and Mr. Gordon had
gone into Mr. Root's office, which is with
his former partners, Winthrop and Stimson,
they were completely lost. Inquirers were
told that Mr. Root was not in, that Mayar
Weaver and Mr. Gordon had gone out.
There are five different sets of elevators
in the Mutual Life Building, and no one
who did not know could dare say that theee
statements wero not true. At half past
six o'clock Mr, Root came out of an office
on his own floor, but at some distance
from those which bear his name on the
door. He said:

“] have been in consultation for an hour
and a half or so with Mayor Weaver of
| Philadelphia and his counsel, Judge Gordon.
| We have talked over the situation in which
' the Mayor finds himself in regard to the
? gas lease and also in regard to the injunc-
| tion issued to prevent his removal of certain
| officeholders, We formed a pretty definite
pian of procedure, which I will not now
discuss,”

A few minutes later Mayor Weaver and
Mr. Gordon were found in a corridor of the
building trying to get out unobserved.
Thoy talked freely enough when they found
that they had missed the 7:20 train to Phila-
delphia and had lots of time.

Mayor Weaver ehowed a telegram from
Lyman Abbott congratulating him on him
leadership of the fight against corporate
graft and brazen plundering and said that
it was but one of hundreds of similar tele-
grams he had received from the friends
of clean municipal government all over
the country. Besides the ethical aspeot
of the present Philadelphia fight, he said
there was the legul aspect, This was so
¢ important that when he realized how many
! close and delicate points were to be raised
by the army of eminent lawyers whom hia
enemies in Philadelphia had raised up
against him he had asked Elihu Root to be
his counsel. He had hoped for a week
that Mr. Root would be able to get over to
Philadelphia. Mr. Root had been alto-
gother too busy to make the trip and at
last, confronted with the emergency caused
by the injunctions forbidding the removals
of the department heads who were work-
ing with the dominant organizations, he
determined to get over here and see Mr.
Root as soon as possible, so that no step
might be taken hereafter without the guid-
ance of the former War Secretary.

Mr. Gordon said: “As a result of the
| Mayor's gonsultation with Mr. Root it haa
! been determined that Mr. Root will appear
in Phladelphia on Monday. I will appear
. with him, as willthe representatives of sev-
| eral of the civic bodies, some of which will,
1 believe, be ‘represented by New York
| counsel, The injunction proceedings raise
the issues in the present fight squarely
against one another for the first time.
From now out the fight will be a fight in
the courts, and every step will be legal.
We have gone into the matter far enough,
1 think, not only to have anticipated every
move that the other side may make, but to
be ready to act aggressively.

“Politically, the Mayor has several mea-
sures in mind which will be put into action
as fast as we are sure of their legality
which will decidedly shock and surprise
some of our opponents. The legal feasibil-
ity of some of them has already been de-
termined this afternoon to the satisfaction
of Mr. Root, the Mayor and myself."
